The Autopsy of the Eadlcal Farty-- Qf

What it Did, and by Whom it to be

Buried.
A Washington correspondent of more

than usual sagacity, gives the following
view of the situation of the Radical
party: , ,

Sufficient time has now elapsed since
the Chicago Convention to speak' of the
effect of the nominations made there,
and the political proBpsct as viewed
from this central point.
